2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of 
claims 8-15 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse in the election 
of January 3, 2007. Accordingly, claims 8-15 have been cancelled. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None 
of the prior art of record teach or suggest an injection molding apparatus for 
manufacturing products containing elastomeric material within single cavity 
molds, the apparatus comprising, a modular frame supporting an injection 
molding operation including an injector assembly having a pressure sensitive 
nozzle assembly, the injector assembly engaged with an extruder assembly at a 
check valve assembly, and a mold service assembly for assembly and 
disassembly of single cavity molds, a robotic assembly positioned for inserting 
and removing products or product components from positions within the injection 
molding apparatus, and a rotating table having a plurality of positions along the 
periphery of the rotating table to move a single cavity mold into and out of 
engagement with the injection molding operation status, each position supporting 
a clamping assembly for clamping a single cavity mold. The prior art illustrates 
bits and pieces of the claimed elements without motivation to combine the 
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mosaic of references to acliieve the claimed invention. Inaba (4,758,147) 
illustrates a rotating table having multiple molds and an assembly/disassembly 
station (9). French reference (1 ,496.206) teaches a pressure sensitive nozzle in 
an injection molding apparatus. Brown et al (5,286,186) teaches an injection 
assembly having a check valve for feeding a succession of molds on a turntable. 
Jones (6,516,866) teaches a robot arm (90) used with an injection molding 
assembly. Hettinga (4,307,057) teaches an injection molding apparatus having a 
plurality of mold (21 ) each having clamping assemblies on a turntable (22). 
Prince (4,345,893) teaches a single mold having a modular construction.
